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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the amendment and remarks received on March 13, 2009. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on March 13, 2009 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Newly submitted claim 33 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the hand power tool of claim 33 
comprises injection molded damping elements fixed to a mounting part and a gripping part of a 
handle which is a non-obvious variant of the previously claimed inventions presented in claims 
11, 14-17, 19-28 and 30-32. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claim 33 is withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 11, 14-17, 19, 20, 21, 24-28 and 30-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Lee et al. (USPN 5,769,174). 

In reference to claims 1 1 and 14-17, 19-21, 24-28 and 31 Lee et al. discloses a hand 
power tool comprising: a housing 7; a gripping part 21 mounted on a mounting part 3, 6 through 
an elastic element 15 connected to a safety element 1, 2, wherein the safety element is a tiltable 
rigid component (column 2 lines 16-39); the gripping part 21, the mounting part 6, the elastic 
element 15 and the safety element 1, 2 are arranged coaxially with one another; wherein the 
elastic element 15 completely surrounds (column 3 lines 2-5) the safety element 1, 2. 

Regarding claim 30, Lee et al. discloses a hand power tool comprising: a housing 7; a 
gripping part including a sleeve 21 and support 1 1, the gripping part mounted on a mounting part 
3, 6 through an elastic element 15 connected to a safety element 1,2, wherein the safety element 
is a tiltable rigid component (column 2 lines 16-39); the gripping part 21, the mounting part 6, 
the elastic element 15 and the safety element 1, 2 are arranged coaxially with one another; the 
elastic element 15 having a first surface perpendicular to the axis and fixed to the gripping part 
1 1 and a second surface perpendicular to the axis that is connected to the mounting part 3. 

With respect to claims 32, Lee et al. discloses a hand power tool comprising: a housing 7; 
a gripping part 21 mounted on a mounting part 6 through an elastic element 15 connected to a 
safety element 1-4, wherein the safety element includes a tiltable rigid component 4 (column 2 
lines 16-39); the gripping part 21, the mounting part 6, the elastic element 15 and the safety 
element arranged coaxially with one another; the length of the safety element 1-4 is parallel to 
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the axis and is three times the width of the safety element, wherein the width is perpendicular to 
the axis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 22 and 23 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 11, 14-17, 19, 20-28 and 30-32 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
